Over 100 blacks met on the Mc- 
Gill campus last night to hear the 
leaders of Sir George Williams 
University's Black Students' As- 
sociation describe the events 
leading up to the current racial 
crbb at the university and prom- 
bed to resbt the adminbtration 
;down the line. ». 

The audience, which contained 
many non-student representatives 
of lUontrèal's, black community 
and about 20 white students, heard ' 
the students charge that "the ad- 
minbtration has acted so in- 
credibly - that we can no longer 
keep to pur original demancb^. 

''The^^rePradsnP^B^^l^ 
scends the. specifics of the And- 
erson case," said one of the 
students, "the manner in which the 
adminbtration and niost of its 
faculty has behaved, have re- 
vealed the racbm of the entire 
insUtuUon". 

Allan Brown, one of the stu-/ 
dents in Anderson's class, told' 
the cheering audience "I was the 
only . black studenti^^the class 
who' refused at flifst . lofsign , the 
charge against Anderson, feeling 
that perhaps there were other 
circumstances, and trusting that 
the adminbtration would see we 
were treated fairly". 



"Then I learned few things", 
he said, "I became stunned by ' 
their attitude, their cynical tactics 
that were aimed at screwing us 
all at any cost. Within one month 
I rralized how thb entire system 
wassick". 

Keith Byrne of the McGill West 
Indian Society, one of the organ- 
izers of the Black Writers' Con- 
ference last October, said "the 
very foundation of thb country 
bracbt". 

"The corporate university can- 
not tolerate Black Power, student 
power or democratization", he 
said, "those of you who fight for 
change in the university must- 
help us,' because you can't win if 
we don't. The university is part" 
of the corporate elite, and one 
of its essential functions b to 
resist change". 

Commenting on statements that 
?Uie. black ïjstudenb^ being immi- A 
grants, should not be^so demand- 
ing in a country that bn't theirs, 
Byrne yelled "When Alcan ahi 
aU the other big corporations stSfT 
c.xpIoiti;ig my country Guyana, 
then I'll shut up in Canada. But 
as long as. Alcan has rights in 
the West Indies, I'll scream for 
my righb in Canada".. . .

|April,28rA group of black students taking Physiology 431 ap- 
''"■t-' :- ^prd'àched Magnus Flynn, Dean of Students, with racial 
and academic complaints about the course and the prof* 
essor. Perry Anderson. Flynn termed the charges "v^ry 
serious". Dean of Science, Samuel Madras, was present- . 
.. . ; ed with the same charges. Dean Madras called. In Dr., 
r frank McLeod, Chairman of the Biology Departmenti^ 
Chalrma^ié Dean and students then discussed the charges. 
McLeoddairned he knew nothing of racial discrimina- 
tion In his department 

McLeod and Madras met again, with no students present, 
and decided that the charges were not valid. ; > r 

April 30: The students met again with Dean, F|ynniwho claim* 
: ed Anderson was insecure because of ddnwsn^roblems. 
A meeting of Madras, McLeod, AndersohiTstudents and 
Flynn (as Chairman) was set up to explore the charges. 

May 5: -The meeting convened and sat for 4 hours. Anderson 
remained silent while his defeiice was presented by 
McLeod and Madras. Minutes of the meeting were later 
lost in the university mail system. Madras took the phone 
numbers of two students and promised to. contact them 
upon reaching a decision. No communication was ever 
received by the students. 

December 5: Students occupied Dr. McLeod's office and de- 
manded thè removal of Anderson from his post until 
an investigation could be mounted. A Hearing Com- 
mittee was set up to investigate the charges andjt.was,.^ 
agreed that the committee's membership would have to': 
be acceptable to both sides. Vice-Principal D.lB.ntlaffi(^ 
' accepted Anderson's request to be temporarily rellevl^ 
of his teaching duties. The students were given the Im-^, 
pression that Anderson had been suspended. 

December 12: An emergency meeting of the Science Faculty 
was called to which white students only had been invit- 
ed. Madras read his two-page suminary of the lost min*;. 
utes of the previous Informal Inquiry. Madras adjourned 
the meeting after several interruptions by students. 

December 12: Principal R. C. Rae submitted his reslgniation 
and Vice-Principal Clarke became Actlng-PrlnclpaL 

. January 10: Professor Marsden, a member of^the Hearing 
Committee, resigned and called for a replacement to be 
made along the agreed principles acceptable to both 
sides. Black students presented Clarke with a formal 
• list of charges. 

January 20: The black students charged that Professors Adam- 
son, Bayne and Davis, all members of the committee, 
were Incapable of Judging the Issue Impartially. The 
students suggested replacements. ~ 

-January 21: Professor Marsden was reinstated on the commit- 
tee, overriding requests from the students to replace 
him with someone acceptable to them. - 

January 22: Bayne and Davis resigned, calling the committee 
ineffecthre, but Adàmson remained as committee head. 
;The remaining co{|iiinitteèrmembers suggested that the 
vacancies bé filled immeciiàiély. 

January 22: A letter from former Arts Dean John O'Brien to 
Anderson (dated January 6) in which he said that Ander- 
son had been asked to suspend his lectures because of 
the !'risk of violence". O'Brien at first denied the 
phrase but, when forced to produce the letter, found that. 
. it did contain the words. O'Brien signed a public apology." 
to the students. 

January 23: The black students refused to accept the Hearing 
Committee because they had not been consulted on the 
filling of the vacancies. 

January 24: Acting-Principal Clarke wrote to Adamson saying 
that "in thé event of an appeal from the decision of the 
Hearing Committée, the Acting-Principal is willing tor- 
establish an appeal committee composed of well-known ^ 
persons from outside the university, and of proven Inte- 
grity." 

January'^: A letter from Clarke to Adamson formally ap- 
pointed Professors Knelman and MacDonald to the Hear- 
ing Committee^- without consulting the students. , 

January 26: (last Sunday) The Hearing Committee^jfitl^the 
first time In an all day session.

Since the drug product Itself cannot be patented, but 
only the developing process, there are no lepl safe- 
guards for the researching company. One large manufac- 
turer, Lillyi lost 1850 thousand on one failure alone.; ' 
Losses like this are made up for by the consumer hi 'the 
higher costs of other products. 

One major aspect of the operating costs of drug 
manufacturing that should be. reduced is promotion. The 
average spent by Canadian'-^mpanies is 30% of each 
ntant&cturing^llar with soniia^p anies spending as

These promotional campaigns are aimed only at 
pharmacists. and^ doctors.

Some mifficallarafiSuiidii^have first floor 
pharmades whichVb'àidâ^selling at a 207o discount to 
the doctors in the building, are also partially or wholly 
owned by the physicians, who pocket the markup on the 
drugs sold. , - . 

Some doctors use a more direct method, installing a 
pharmacy in their office under the pretense that their 
patients can then start the medication immediately, and 
have the prescription refilled automotically if necessary.

Out-patient dispensaries in hospitals sell drugs at 
' little more than wholesale prices since they are un- 
concerned about making a profit. McGlU students can get 
their prescriptions for as much as 50% less than com- 
mercial pharmacy prices through the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, provided the prescription is made out on Uni- 
versity stationery.

The generic name is esiablished by the Food and 
Drug Administration to identify a drug which may be 
marketed under four or five different names depending 
upon the manufacturer. 




When receiving a prescription from a private physi- 
cian ask him to prescribe a generic rather than a brand- 
name product, if possible, and have hin) direct the 
pharmacist to label the contahier with the drug's name, 
concentration and expjry date. . ' 

But the consumer/unfoiitunately, is not in the position 
to shop "comparatively". When given a prescription by 
a physician, not only is the dosage and strength specified 
but also the rnanufacturer. 

The physician usually prescribes a "brand-name", 
(like Ayerst or FTOsst) because of the ease of idàiUfica- 
tion and familiarity with the expected results, or simply 
outofhabit. 

Several years ago public concern over drug prices 
forced the government to examine Canada's drug indus- 
try. 

The subsequent Restrictive Trade Practices Com- 
mission.Report Concerning the Manufacturing, Distribu- 
tion, and Sale^p^^drags^jecpinmMid 
turers be licénce(l7thét à'blulrmëthod oflUs^^^ 
information between the manufacturers, the pharmacies 
and the medical profession be established, that the 
impart tariff on scientific équipement used in manufac- 
turing and research be removed, that legislation be 
passed to permit pharmacies to remain open whether or 
not the prescription^^departniffl^^^^ because a 

licenced pharnâcist'is'lTot'In^tfendàri^^^^^ and the aboli- 
tion of the 11% federal sales tax on drugs. That report 
was issued in 1963. 

Of those recommendations, only the final one has been 
instituted.

Democracy if possible, 
but possibly not 
democracy 



: : A report of the disrupted meethig of the 
Nomhiating Committee of January 24, 1969, 
appeared in the McGill Daily , of January 
27. A' studoit mentioned that he' wais dis- 
turbed by â sentence attributed to me on 
page 3 of the issue about the role of de- 
mocratb^lion in the University. Since the 
statement was out of context, I find it ne- 
cessary to ask you to prhit this letter 
which clarifies the situation.

ago, I was told 




(le-at another 



University; "McGlll is an autocratic insti- 
tution; and, being.French speaking, you will 
always be considered as a second class 
citizôt". As far as the second part of this ' 
^statement is , concerned, nothing, cotild be 
^fârthièr from the. truth, as I may report af- 
ter many years' during which I made my 
way from lecturer to Chairinan in Anatomy. 
The atmosphere of fair play, the freedom 
to select my fields. of research, and the 
free hand t had in organizing ^my share of . , 
^ teaching, all this created : a:. pleasant^;.an(I 
stimulating atmosphere which I liké^tb'dfr''-' 
scribe as democratic. And yet, the struc- 
ture of the University was not democratic, 
since decisions came from above. Briefly, 
the situation twenty years ago could be de- 
scribed as that of an autocratic university 
which, however, .exerted its authpri^disji - 
erectly and in a democratic spiri't?'Inuhir - 
atmosphere, McGill University became one 
of the leading world universities and pro- 
duced outstanding scholars in physical 
sciences (e.g. Rutherford), in the human- 
ities (e.g. Leacock), in medicine (e.g. Pen- . 
field) and in other fields. As for the mem- 
bers of the Department of Anatomy, they 
■had the satisfaction of participating In the 
growth of their department to a leading 
position in North-America. 

The democratization of the structure of. 
University began some 10 or 15 years ago, 
when professors gradually acquired a 
greater voice In decision making. To-day ,- 
this process has gone a long way and may 
hopefully proceed farther. However, I re- 
member that Haddow Common, a professor 
at Macdonald College, who played an im- 
portant rol& in this process, cautioned that 
democratization should not be sudden, but 



occur gradually. This is what happened; 
and this gradual progress allowed ^us^to: 
educate ourselves in acquiring the t^ uSI 
necessary for democratization,, InfpuT^ ,, 
ular the ability to niake dedsioiu^vvhiâi 
uphold the good of the whole' .Unlvenity 
rather than the interests of an individual 
or a department. Furthermore, by prp;'. , . 
gressing cautiously, wetàre|Iëà,tUk%.^to^^' 
damage _or los^hat;^' already been a(> . i 
quired and to'ra^^he excellence that had 
bèen achleVed%'^'^ny 'departments in 
teaching and research. Indeed, : the in- 
volvement of all members of the commu- 
nity In the democratic process would lead 
them to further strivings towards ex- 
cellence. ' > • 

It is true that the first aim of the Uni-.. 
versify Is not democraUzaUoni but to main- 
tain quality, and Indeed to Increase it. In 
the fields which are our responsibility, that 
Is research and teaching. This must be done - 
as much as possible in a democratic at- . 
niosphere, while avoiding steps that would i 
interfere with the pursuit of excellence. 

incidentally, the dlscusslon^.at.tbe meet- ; 
Ing of the NonilnaUng Comiiiittee of Senate 
were confidential, at least until the time 
when it was voted 64 to open the meeting. 
Hence, your reporters (who were not pre- 
sent) should not have been allowed to give 
a description of the meeUng with quotes out 
of context arid in particular they should not 
have mentioned how indivlduab were vot- 
ing, as I and some others had assumed 
that our votes were confidential.

. • \Below is the text of a confidential document which the Dailv , 
and the georgian obtained yesterday, detailing how the administration 
of. Sir George Williams University organized "security, measures" to 
be taken during the crisis currently at Sir George. 

. The document comprises the minutes of a meeting between SGWU 
administration officials and the Montreal Police that took place last 
Wednesday. The purpose of that meeting was to detail security for a 
meeting held last Sunday to hear evidence in the Anderson case that has 
caused the explosion at Sir George; - ' 

Though the document relates to specific events, it is revealing 
of the tactics and attitudes the administration chose to confront the 
demands of black students for an investigation into charges of racism. . 

Highlights of these minutes include: : 

• the administration's tactical .concern with taking the initiative 
from the black students. / 

• how the supposedly "impartial committee" is instructed when 
to adjourn and how to behave, 'f '^ 

• how staff members are to play the ^àjffi^"patrols". co- 
ordinated from a "command post", \ -IMP^P&.' 

• how students Who were former policernenpBould be recruited 
. . inthefuture. . :^m-i?^::. 

• how the police should be given a list of staff members who will 
have the authority to have someone arrested. 

It reflects interestingly on the appeal of. the vice-principal of Sir 
George to "reason the matter out"..
